During inspections, common items were discovered. Uncovered dumpsters, cleaned chemical drums without bungs, dirty equipment placed outside, patches of ground which were dirty were the most common
discoveries. Some buckets and trash cans were also discovered.

2. Provide a summary of your past year's quarterly visual assessment documentation (see Part 3.2.2 of the permit) *
The visual samples all showed some colored occlusions, except Quarter 4 on Outfall # 5. It was common to see dark floating, settling and suspended solids. There was no oil sheen noticed from any of the visual
observations. The only odor noticed was from the Quarter 2 sample set.

3. For any four-sample (minimum) average benchmark monitoring exceedance, if after reviewing the selection, design, installation and implementation of your control measures and considering whether any
modifications are necessary to meet the effluent limits in the permit, you determine that no further pollutant reductions are technologically available and economically practicable and achievable in light of best industry
practice, provide your rationale for why you believe no further reductions are achievable (see Part 6.2.1.2 of the permit).

The benchmark sampling demonstrated that the plant was over on all three characteristics for the year 2016. The plant is determining what the next steps are and if they are technologically feasible.

Dirty equipment is removed and bungs missing were replaced. Trash and buckets sitting outside were also removed. Dumpsters are still uncovered at times and there are still some patches of pavement that could be
cleaned.
